Canada’s most noted economist, Dean 
Andrew Stewart, a man who enjoys the 
confidence and respect of Alberta to such 
a point that he has just been named presi- 
dent of the provincial university, finds 
nothing economically wrong with it. 

The man on the street, polled recently 
by The Edmonton Bulletin, is overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of it. 

So the pretence of the Journal to set 
itself up as an economic authority against 
business men, against economic experts 
and against public opinion is not to be 
taken very seriously. 

But the Journal's endeavor to impugn 
the veracity, attack the judgment and 
blacken the good faith of the men who 
have supported this magnificent oppor- 
tunity to maintain downtown property 
values and give this city a city centre 
of real worth and usefulness must be taken 
seriously. 

After the recent council meeting which 
endorsed the Detwiler nt, The 
Edmonton Bulletin gave full credit to the 
four aldermen who opposed the plan for 
expressing an honest opinion and for b meg 
moting exhaustive examination of the deal. 
The Bulletin said that these men had per- 
formed their duty as aldermen and had 
served a useful function in probing the 
plan more deeply than it otherwise would 
have been probed. 

The Journal has no such courtesy nor 
tolerance for the men who supported the 

lan. 
Deputy Mayor Boweott is charged with 
“misleading” Alderman Lawson. Mayor 
Parsons, Commissioner Hodgson and 
Alderman Hawrelak are made to be ridicu- 
lous figures basking absurdly in the di- 
gestive juices of a beast of prey. 

It would seem that the Journal news- 
paper, having no faith in the convincing 
powers of its economic arguments, re- 
pudiated, as they are, by the Chamber of 
Commerce, an economic expert and the 
man on the street, has fallen back on the 
abusive, violent and autocratic method of 
holding a journalistic gun to the heads of 
the reputable men who are far-seeing 
enough to favor a highly beneficial deal 
for Edmonton.

There will be a sigh of relief from 
those who once admired Henry Wallace 
that the former vice-president of the 
United States, whatever his political follies 
may have been, does not propose to be a 
traitor to his country in the present 
Korean crisis.

He has found that to embrace Com- 
munism is to become a tool of Russian 
imperialism. And, being fundamentally a 
patriot, he doesn’t like it. 

Henry Wallace has gnough intellectual 
integrity to imply an admission of his mis- 
take. 

We wonder if the Endicotts and the 
Red Dean and all the rest of the senti- 
mentalists will have sufficient courage and 
integrity to take a similar step.

I thought for a minute that 
the rider would be under him, 
but he was clear, landing in the 
dust as lightly and gracefully as 
a ballet dancer. 

The bronc staggered to its feet 
and was off, lashing his hind 
hooves in the air, and the kid 
walked back to the corral in the 
stiff-legged, deliberate way of 
the professional puncher, 
Leading Rodeo 
Money Winner 

I looked him up in the pro- 
gram. His name was Red Me- 
Dowell, from Thermopolis, Wyo- 
ming. The program noted that 
he was the leading 1950 money 
winner in the Canadian circuit 
of small rodeos. 

An hour later I strolled over 
behind the chutes and watched 
him as he prepared to go out 
on a steer. 

They were having a tough time 
with the animal. He would leap 
up in an agony of fright and 
anger ami twist about in the 
stall. The kid was poised above 
him, his high, pointed boots 
braced against the bars of the 
chute, 

The chute gate swung back 
and they were out in the arena, 
I could not see the ride, but the 
sound of the crowd was unmis- 
takable. The kid had stayed on 
again, 

Until then I'd thought I'd do a 
piece about High River's rodeo 
and annual fair in general terms, 

There was a real flavor to it, 


an authenticity that had been 
missing in bigger rodeos I'd 
seen before 


But J found myself wondering 
about the kid and so I made 
some enquiries, found that he 
was staying at an auto camp at 
the edge of town, and drove out 
there. 


Looked Like 
Wrong Place 

A dusty sedan with Wyoming 
plates was parked in front. I 
tapped on the screen door and 
a voice said to come in. 

I though at first I] had the 
wrong place. 

The figure on the bed, lying 
*limp with arms outstretched, 
was like a boy's. The big hat 
lay on the bureau and the high 
boots had been kicked off 

Only the kid's marmalade -col- 


ored hair seemed to fit. He look- 
ed about 17, which is five years 
younger then he is. There was 


the smell of sweat and gine oint- 
ment in the room. 

He never lifted his head from 
the pillow. He looked at me 
with his watery green eyes when 
I introduced myself and said: 
“I'm so damned tired. That 
black horse was a hard horse 
to ride. It was a damned mean 
horse to ride and then the ride 
don't coun, because it fell.” 


Steers Are 
The Worst 


“The steer was no bed of roses, 
either,” I said. 

“Steers are most siways the 
toughest,” Red said. “No two 
steers are alike. You just get 
on there and wonder what it's 
gonna do to you.” 

He reached over and lifted a 
bottle of beer from under the 
bed and took a big swig. It was 
hard to think of him as the man 
who had given such a magnifi- 
cent ride earlier in the day. 

“It seems to take a lot out of 
you,” I said. 

“Tenseress,” the kid said, “T 
get all tied up in knots waiting 
for the tide and then afterwards 
I get this let down, I oughta 
go and have a shower burt I 
think I'll rest awhile. Gotta pull 
out tonight for the rodeo down 
to Medicine Hat.” 

We sat for awhile, talking, and 
Red told me how he got into his 
strange and dangerous profession. 
He was brought up on ranches in 
the hills of Wyoming and seemed 
to have a natural ability st break- 
ing horses. When he was 17 he en- 
tered a rodeo, did well and decided 
to go on the circuit as a profes- 
sional. ‘ 


Says Life 
Lonely One 


It is, he confessed, a bewildering 
and exhausting life and, of course, 
a lonely one, too. In the movement 
from town to dusty town, his ac- 
quaintanceship is pretty largely 
limited to a long line of outlaw 
horses with such names as Crazy 
Blaze, Hitler, Come Late, Meat Axe, 
Big Dick, Soon Down and Big Feet. 

His season begins in the- early 
spring in Denver, ends in November 
at San Francisco. If he’s had a good 
year he may earn as much as $8,000. 
He travels light with only a small 
suitcase and the battered saddle 
that is his work bench, thrown in 
the back of the sedan. 

When I asked him if there was 
any secret to his performance (he 
locks about as athletic as I do) he 
said: “I dunno. I just made up my 
mind I'm gonna stay up there what- 
ever the ornery critter does. It's 
like a personal thing ‘twixt me and 
the horse.” 

And the future? 

“Well, sometimes the brones de- 
cide that. Lot o' the boys don't hit 
it lucky and get crippled up. But if 
I keep goin’ right I'd like to get me 
a little ranch in Wyomin’ and grow 
me a long white beard.”

Indeed, the aim of the insti- 
gators of the aggression in Korea 
be to similar adven- 
tures, say against Yugoslavia or 
Greece, with a view to snarling 
up the UN and bogging down 
western forces in minor battle 
areas—which would not be the 


decisive ones if real war comes 
between the U.S. and Russia.

Was Right 

The aim of every intelligent 
citizen in every western democ- 
racy should be to check the little 
war and to keep it from becoming 
a big one. 


We should be prepared to do 
our full fair share in resisting 
aggression, Our government was 
clearly right, for instance, in 
sending three Canadian destroy- 
ers to the Korean war zone 


It was equaHy right in follow- 
ing the example of Britain, India 
and many other U.N. members, in 
refusing to “go along” with the 
USA. in protection of Chiang

Above all, we must beware

Naval Bases In Far East 
And Industries In Siberia

LONDON, July 18.—(UP)—Russia has developed at 
Jeast half a dozen naval bases in her Far Eastern waters
